_ In the air war, 30 American F- 
V5 Sabre jets tangled with 80 
Russian-type MIG-15s over north- 
west Korea in one of history's big- 
gest jet battles. Two Communist 
planes were damaged. 


No Allied Losses 


It was the second jet battle in 


two days. Sunday the Allies shot 
down two MIGs and damaged an- 
other. There were no Allied losses 
In either scrap.

-.Army sources said unofficially 
Anight they have reliable but not 
conclusive evidence that Russian 
pilots have been flying some of the 
MIGs in battles against the United 
Nations. 


Since rockets, to be effective, 


must blanket an area, it is possible 
those which landed on the east 
central front were fired accidental- 
ly. They apparently were not aim- 
ed at any specific target. Reports 
tadlcated only a .small number

Identify Rocket 


At least one rocket was identi- 


fied definitely as being of the size 
used by the Red army against the 
Germans. 


The missiles are erratic, but 


awesome when fired in barrages.

by the Reds' Caucasian troops if 
and when they are thrown into 
battle.

A Chinese 
officer sent to investigate the 
wreckage shot the pilot, thinking 
he was an American.

"My God, I've killed one of our

Murdered Woman's 
Ex-Husband Talks 
On Inquest Stand 


The dramatic story of two 


persons who almost witnessed 
a murder and who apparently 
talked with the murder sus- 
pect was told this morning al 
the inquest into the bruta" 
slaying of Mrs. Julia Simp- 
kins, 37, Woodlawn av. 


Also brought to light was 


a difference of five hours be- 
tween when a witness claimed 
she 'phoned authorities and 
when the sheriff's office ad- 
mitted receiving the call. 


Miss Anna Bryant who 


lives next door, told the in- 
quest jury she saw a man's 
leg as he entered the front 
window of the Simpkins house 
about 6 a.m. She went to the 
Simpkins house and demand- 
ed to know who was inside. 
A man's voice answered, "It's 
just me. I'm in here with my 
woman." 


Miss Bryant said she phoned 


police who told her to call the 
sheriff since Woodlawn avenue is 
outside the city limits. However, 
Deputy Sheriff John Stouffer said 
that the sheriff's office did not 
receive a call until 11:05 a.m. 


Victim Phoned Her 


The neighbor added that Mrs. 


Simpkins had phoned her at 4 a.m. 
asking her .'to phone' when she 
was ready-to'go to work go that 
Mri;H9!mp'kin& would"'hot 'over- 
Bleep.': Both 'work 'Wattendants 
at the'-Dixon Estate hospital. Miss 
Bryant.said she began calling at 
5:30 a.m. and continued until 6 
a.m. but no one answered 
the 


phone. It was then that "she went 
to her neighbor's house and saw 
the man's foot going through the 
window. 


Calls Ex-Husband 


She said she saw the intruder 


when he came to the door and 
recognized him as a man .named 
"Preacher". Richard Jessie, Wood- 
lawn av., a trucker and Junk yard 
operator, who also is the former 
lusband of the victim, was called 
to the scene by Miss Bryant. 


Since Jessie knew someone was 


nside, he stood so that he could 
see both front and back doors at 
the Simpkins house, he testified. 


Cursed Him 


When the man inside was in- 


'ormed that a call had been put 
through to the sheriff, he came 
out on the porch and cursed Jessie 
repeating that there was no reason 
.o call the sheriff since he was Just 
nside with his "woman." He then 
walked out of the house buttoning 
his shirt and walked down the 
street, Jessie stated. 


Jessie said he knew the' man 


only as "Preacher." Officers have 
dentified "Preacher" as Henry 
Baxter, 38, Dixon. He was appre- 
hended this morning and is being

Federal Reserve Board Cracks 
Whip on 'No Money Down' 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — New 


rules aimed at halting what the 
federal reserve board termed a 
growing tendency to make plioney 
"no money down" offer* on house- 
hold appliances were issued last 
night. 
' 
• 


The board issued new regula- 


tions for judging trade-in deals 
on television sets, refrigerators 
and other appliances under con- 
sumer credit controls. Violations 
may be punished by fines up to 
$5,000 and jail sentences up to a 
year. 


The board said the new rules do 


not prevent any dealers from giv- 
ing "any trade-in allowances, re- 
bates or discounts that he desired" 
so long as they are "not used as 
a cloak to conceal evasions of the 
down payment requirements." 


Since the new economic controls 


law went into effect Aug. 1 there 
has been a surge of "no money 
down" ads on appliances. The new 
law specified for the first time 


that trade-ins on appliances might 
be counted toward the down pay- 
ment. 


The board said it will consider 


that credit controls have been 
violated where one or more of 
these things happens: 


1. The dealer "in fact did not 


receive delivery and possession" 
of the article on which he made a 
trade-in allowance. 


2. .The dealer applies against 


the 
required 
downpayment a 


trade-in allowance on property 
"having a value that was nominal 
or negligible, or that bore no rea- 
sonable relationship" to the al- 
lowance. 


3. There has been an "increase 


in the price of article sold" to off- 
set the amount allowed for the 
trade-in. 
' 
, 


4. The dealer does not keep 


records showing the cash value 
allowed for each trade-in, plus 
anything else needed to establish 
that it was a good-faith transac- 
tion.

Defense Effort Necessitates 


Solution of Highway Problem 


Even if the United States had no rearmament program, 


its highway system today would be in bad shape. But the 
defense effort poses a further serious handicap. 


Highway officials fear that lack of steel for bridges and 


concrete reinforcement may reduce new road construction 
this year by a third. Hundreds of major projects already 
have been affected. The outlook is for even less steel for 
highway use in the months ahead. 


The highway problem has been growing steadily more 


acute each year. Neither new construction nor maintenance 
and repair have kept pace with need. The deficit had begun 
to accumulate before World War II. Wartime suspension of 
road work greatly accelerated decay of our highways, espe- 
cially since they bore unusually heavy burdens in that period. 
* » • 


After the war, construction zoomed upward. Huge ur- 


ban expressways were planned and built. Rural super-high- 
ways, including a number of elaborate toll roads were added 
to the road web. Existing routes were widend and improvd. 
But the gap never was closed. Roads continued to wear out 
or become obsolete and unsafe faster than they could be re- 
paired. 
* * * 


Now we are spending about $2,300,000,000 annually on 


highway improvements—the highest total in history. Yet 
it isn't nearly enough. According to a survey by the maga- 
zine U. S. News and World Report, we ought to be spending 
$4,000,000,00 a year to Jteep pace^ 
^ ,.; 


But state and national lawmakers have not yet shown 


any disposition to vote that much money for roads. And, as 
noted in the beginning, the rearmament program would be a 
barrier today, no matter how much money was on hand. 


U. S. highway experts figure 5 per cent of main route 


mileage is inadequate. The defects are many: pavements 
are too narrow, they're broken and battered, there are too 
many dangerous curves, "sight distances" are often woeful- 
ly limited, bridges are outmoded or unsafe. These faults con- 
tribute to the country's shameful traffic1 toll. 
* • • • 


The harsh fact in that highway deficiencies are likely to 


get worse. The 1951 traffic load already is greater than was 
expected for the 1960's. Cars and trucks are bigger, faster, 
. and far more numerous than ever. At the same time, con- 
struction costs are at record peaks and going higher. 


The problem demands prompt, sober attention. High- 


ways are not a luxury we can dispense with In an emergency. 
They're vital to the national economy. 


Highway officials admit they're stumped for solutions. 


But we can't afford to let matters languish. Possibly the 
president ought to create a commission, composed of the best 
brains in the highway field, to tackle this puzzle and develop 
a positive, financially feasibly plan. Mere headshaking won't 
cope with today's traffic torrent. 


Truman Should Be Himself 


The formal opening of the Japanese peace treaty cere- 


mony at San Francisco was a memorable event wholly suit- 
able to the inauguration of coast-to-coast television broad- 
casting. 


And yet President Truman's speech made the actual 


broadcast somewhat anti-climactic. The address itself seem- 
ed lost in the platitudes of peace. The language had none of 
the electric quality that befits a treaty-signing occasion. 


Worse, the president delivered his remarks like a school- 


boy orator out of practice. It sounded as if he had rehearsed 
each phrase in two or three different ways and chosen the 
poorest. His gestures lent little emphasis; instead they were 
merely distracting. 


Truman has no talents as a spellbinder. It would be bet- 


ter were he not to try. He is best when he speaks naturally, 
almost informally, without the customary techniques of the 
orator. 


And those who help him prepare his public addresses 


would do well to recall the days of the well-turned phrase. 
It's been a long time since we've had any shining, language 
from the White House. 
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Watch Out for 'Volunteers' 


An ominous report from the Korean front states that 


2,000 eastern European troops are encamped in North Korea 
ready to do battle in any new Communist offensive against 
United Nations forces. 


Military sources are cagy about speculating on the na- 


tionalities of these "Caucasian volunteers." They may be 
Russians. Robert Allen, columnist, said recently that a Czech 
anti-aircraft regiment was among those present in Korea. 


Whoever they are, their activities must be closely observ- 


ed. It is to be hoped, too, that UN intelligence will be able to 
determine quickly any serious increase in Caucasian forces 
We may recall unh'appily with what disbelief our commanders 
greeted first.reports last fall of heavy Chinese Red numbers 
on the Korean front. 


The days of formal war declarations-are gone. The days 


of open, admitted participation of organized armies in any 
war also appear to be ended. Now a nation's entry begins 
quietly with a few thousand "volunteers" who slip into the 
line almost unnoticed. Soon they may be there in droves 
fighting with a coordination which belies their "volunteer 
status. 


No one can know at this stage, naturally, what these Eu 
ropean troops mean to the future of the Korean war. Bu 
at the very least, let'* not thrug them off a* of no conse- 
quence.

TOP nnPTflH 
iflb lJUulUn 


Left-Handedness Seems 
Not a Serious Handicap 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, ftL U. 


It would be Interesting to know 


if being left-handed was an ad- 
vantage or disadvantage in life. 
Are there more successful south- 
paws in baseball, golf, tennis, and 
other sports than one would ex- 
pect? 


What about 
left-handedness 


among executives or professional 
people? Whatever the answer to 
these questions, most of us know 
enough left-handed people who are 
successful to realize that it cer- 
tainly hasn't bothered them very 
much. 


On the average, about one per- 


son in ten is left-handed. Left- 
handedness is twice as common in 
men as it is in women. Why some 
people are born left-handed rather 
tha right-handed is not clear. 


Hand preference may be related 


to eye preference. Most people who 
have equal vision in the two eyes 
prefer to use one eye or the other 
for sighting a gun, looking through 
a telescope or watching a football 
match through a hole in the fence. 


The preferred eye is called the 


dominant eye. One investigator 
found that about 70 per cent of a 
group were right-eyed, 29 per cent 
were left-eyed, and only one In 
100 did not have any preference. 


Most of those preferring the 


right eye were also right-handed, 
but nine of the ten of those who 
preferred the left eye were also 
right-handed. Just what all this 
means, however, is not quite clear. 


Many tests have been devised 


for testing hand preference.' One 
authority working with young 
children found that whichever 
"hand was used in wiping a desk 
with a dust cloth, rolling it into a 
ball and throwing it away was re- 
liable in testing which hand was 
preferred. Grownups can be asked 
which hand they prefer to use for 
throwing, cutting bread or dealing 
cards. 
OTHER FACTORS INVOLVED 


Though it is believed that the 


structure of the genes which are 
inherited from one's parents is at 
least partly responsible, heredity 
probably is not the only factor in- 
volved. 
* 


Occasionally children who are 


left-handed but who have been 
forced to use their right hands 
have developed stuttering or some 
other type of speech defect 


Some authorities believe that a 


young stutterer is one who ha* 
shifted from normal left-handed- 
ness to using the right hand and 
that he or she should be encour- 
aged to use the left rather than 
the right hand. 


This does not mean that most 


left-handed children will develop 
stuttering if they are made to use 
the right hand. It does imply that 
it would.be safer to let youngsters 
who prefer the left hand continue 
to do so.

"pacifier." 


Dr. David Levy advocates use 


of a pacifier, such as a rubber 
nipple or an ivory ring, to prevent 
thumb or finger sucking. 


The New York child psycholo- 


gist spoke at yesterday's final ses- 
sion of a conference on the rela- 
tionship between early experiences 
and adult mental health. 


But a pacifier should be used, he 


said, only if longer breast or bottle 
nursing fails to satisfy an infant's 
'innate need for a certain amount 
of sucking." 


Dr. Levy told of studies showing 


that the longer a baby is nursed 
the less it wants to suck its thumb 
or fingers—a practice that he said 
could result in trouble with feeding 
later or in malformation of teeth 
and jaw.
